The first annual summer conven­ 
tion of the Minnesota State Dairy­ 
men's Association opened ’n Brain­ 
ard Thursday morning. 
Tile offiic- 
er- present included Pr**sid«*nt Ed­ 
ward Ii. riric h of Biscay; First Vice 
President George I*. Grout of Du­ 
luth; Treasurer J. M. Jack, of North­ 
field; Secretary Chris Ileen of Osakls 
and members from a1) sections of the 
state. 
•‘This . first 
summer 
meeing is 
largely an experiment," said Secre­ 
tary Ileen, "blit I am sure the a t ­ 
tendance at Brainerd will he a h u n ­ 
dred or more."

The address of welcome to the con­ 
vention. meeting in 
the 
spacious 
Chamber of Commerce rooms, was 
given by Mayor It. A. 
B e i 3 e . 
Ac­ 
cording to government reports, said 
he. Brainerd was the healthiest city 
in the Northwest and contributing to 
maintain that standard were three 
creameries in the city. 
Brainerd was 
progressive and its citizens public 
spirited. 
He paid a tribute to the 
late Judge G. W. Holland who be­ 
queathed valuable lands to the city 
believed to he rich in mineral wealth. 
Brainerd was In the heart of Minne­ 
sota. 
"After enjoying 
our hospitality. 
we wish you would bring your wives 
and families and ship your cows to 
Brainerd and make this your per­ 
manent home. 
I am sure you would 
build up this section and make it 
tile wealthiest and most progressive 
in the entire state," said the mayor. 
Henry I. Cohen, president of the 
Chamber of 
Commerce, 
said 
the 
Chamber stood for community devel­ 
opment and aimed to a ttract farmer 
and business man in cooperative work 
Whatever benefited the farmer served 
also to benefit the city. 
He told the 
Biblcal story of Laban who served 
seven years for 
each 
of 
Jacob's 
daughters, in the meantime m aterial­ 
ly augm enting 
the wealth of the 
shrewd dairyman Laban. 
Dairying 
was a source of prosperity in the 
most ancient Flays aa well aa the most 
modern. 
Rudolph A. Lee. editor of the Ixing 
Prairie Leader, spoke on 
"A Suc­ 
cessful Dairy Community as a Vil­ 
lage and City Asset." 
Mr. Lee ad­ 
vanced no theories, hut marshalled 
the facts and brought his own home 
county of Todd in the lime light as 


sh..wipe what successful dairying 
can do to a whole community, farm ­ 
e r as will as the villages and cU'.ch. 
There are now fourteen coopera­ 


t i v e creameries in Todd county and 
they paid out la*t year in cash AI 
400,000. 
The leading creameries 
pay from $125.000 Ll $ 150.000 a n ­ 
nually. 
Not only are they building 
up tile wealth of those directly in te r­ 
ested in the creameries, hut of tile 
country itself. 
The oldest creamery is 17 yearn 
old. 
When it was established there 
were hut three hanks in tin* county 
and their total deposits were about 
$ 164.000. 
Today there are 14 creameries and 
IS banks and the latter have approx­ 
imately deposits of $3,000,000. 
A successful dairy country is an 
asset to town and county and it is 
up to every business man to do his 
part to help In the development. Todd 
county found that tin* coop erative 
creamery was the cornerstone for 
developing its prosperity. 
The subject of IL Kildee of the 
State lTnlversity Farm this afternoon 
was "The Care and Feeding of the 
Dairy Cow." 
"The Cooperative Creamery” was to 
be the title of F. D. Currier's talk to­ 
day. Mr. Currier, secretary 
of 
tile 
dairymens association for 8 years and 
now manager of a successful cooper­ 
ative creamery in Nicollet county, 
w tis unable to be present and A. J. 
McGuire of the University Farm, 
well known In the Northwest for 
work on experimental 
farms, sub­ 
stituted. 
Mr. McGuire compared the work 
of tin* co-operative creamery, the pri­ 
vate creamery and 
tin* 
centralized 
creamery and claimed the coopera­ 
tive creamery paid the farmers from 
6 to 8 centi more per pound.

could lie asked questions and give re­ 
plies ami enter Into the discussion of 
various measures. 
One of the first great difficulties with 
such a measure Is that It would have 
to run the gamut of a long debate be­ 
fore it was adopted 
The other is that 
few cabinet officers would have time 
to attend the sessions of congress— 
both housea- ami look after the irnpor 
taut matters which come up in their 
department*. 


The Idea Is All Right. 
The Idea is all right.

on the manner in which tile parliament 
of Great Britain and her colonies con­ 
duct legislative business.

(Thrum tty tho Minnesota Food Com- 
mittce with the approval of tho Public 
Safety Commission.; 
From 4,000 to 6,000 silos will be 
added to the 16,050 alios already on 
Minnesota’s farms, lf a campaign be­ 
gun June 21 by the state committee 
on food production and conservation, 
to be continued through July and even 
longer, gives the results hoped for. 
A I). Wilson, chairman of the state 
food committeo, regards the silo 
as 
so important as a means of increasing 
tho profits of Minnesota’s farmers and 
as a war measure for conserving grain 
for human food, that he is giving his 
personal attention to the encourage­ 
ment of silo tours in all parts of the 
state where corn is grown. He is urg­ 
ing farmers and business men to ar* 
range for automobile tours, by which 
farmers having no silos may be able 
to visit farms on which silos are a part 
of the equipm ent not only for the 
■<tudy of the different types of silos, 
but to learn from farmers having ailoa 
what the practical results are. 
Why the Silo Counts. 
Mr. Wilson believes in the silo: 
Because 3.7 acres of corn put into 
It furnish os much fwd as 5.3 acres of 
similar corn cut aud shocked. 
Because a com crop of 35 bushels to 
the acre will give seven tons of silage 
to the acre, with a gain of $11 an acre 
over husking from the standing stalks. 
Because 
slfage-fed 
cows

from IO to 20 per cent more milk than 
cows fed fodder front the same acre­ 
age. 
Because s i l a g e decreases the cost of 
g r a i n s Iii the beef cattle r# * <1 lot.
